HATCH ACT "CRIMPS" JOBS 
— "nils will be the Ilrst time that a new ad- 
ministration has moved Into .WashlnBton 
with a Hatch act on the books. And In the 
opinion of government Jawyera, it'B ffolng to 
force a drastic change of traditional policy 
on the handing out ot federal Jobs. 

The Hatch act, passed In 1830, makes IE 
~ Illegal for federal employes to engage In any 
kind of political activity. There were some 
weak' civil service regulations on the subject 
helore which hadn't proved very effective. 

A series of flcandftls Involving WPA work- 
ars engaged in widespread political activity 
was- the immediate cause for passage ot the 
act. 

The late, famous ghost writer for Frank- 
lin Roosevelt, Charlea Michelson, predicted 
At the time that the first thing the Republi- 
cans would do when they got back in office 
would.be to repeal the law. And there ore 
rumors that such an attempt may be made. 

The law puts a kind of reverse twist on the 
pusisg out of patronage Jobs. It will penal- 
lu efforts of the GOP to reward faithful 
and efficient party workers with federal ]oba 
hecause as soon as a politician gets on Uncle 
Sam's payroll, he's prohibited by the law to 
continue, being a politician. 

Xf they reward a good party worker with 
a federal Job they ftre also, throwing him out 
ct the window for future political help. 

The civil aenrlca commission estimates 
that there are about 1,000 top-level Jobs in 
the fforemmsat exempted from the act. In- 
cluded in this group are the President, vice 
president, cabinet heads and assistants, 
bureau chle/s and ambasMdors and minis- 
ters. 

But Tarlous official estimates of the 'fed- 
eral Jobs which the Republicans will be able 
to fill go as high as 200,000. Filling that many 
Jobs with efficient party' workers would do 
oerlous harm to par^ machinery. It Is point- 
ed out. 

Hatch act restrictions even io beyond fed- 
eral employes. They include many Btato gov- 
emment employes whose activities are "fin- 
anced in wbol9 or. in port by loans or grants 
made by the U. S. government or any federal 
agency." i 

TTie Hatch restrfcCfons are rigid, too. TTiey 
cover such activities as serving on political 
committees, soliciting political contritiutions, 
selling party dinner tickets, ony work at the 
. polls, the publishing of any partisan letters 
or papers, taWng part In public political de- 
bates and the distribution pt campaign litera- 
ture.
